DONS DROPPED 
IN FINAL PAIR 


In the final two games of the 
season, SAC played its best and 
poorest, against San Bernardino 
and Fullerton, respectively. 

. The -Dons, playing their finale 
at the Santa Ana Bowl, dropped a 
heartbreaker to Willie Mims and 
San Berdoo Co., 26-20. A week 
later the Dons went down before 
the Hornets in the annual Thanks- 
giving game, 42-7, 

Wild Man Mims 

Mims scored on runs of one foot, 
78 yards, 24 yards and five yards, 
and also an 83 yard kickoff re- 
turn which was called back be- 
eause of a clipping infraction. 

.The Dons put forth their best 
effort of the year in outgaining 
the Indians of San Berdoo by 132 
yards, as SAC gained 399 yards 
compared to 267 for the visitors. 

Punts, Funibles and Penalties 

The only edge SAC held over 
the 23-man Fullerton squad was* 
the number of punts and yardage 
in penalties assessed against the 
Don crew. 

Two penalties proved very cost- 
ly, as they caused two touchdowns 
to be called back: a kickoff run of 


‘90 yards, and a pass-play of 99 


yards, 

Three SAC fumbles also plagued 
the attack. Bobbles have hampered 
the Red and Black throughout the 
season. 

After taking a seven point lead 
with a 65-yard pass and run, from 
quarterback George Dena to right 
end Max Darrow, the Dons were 
stymied. Al Hackney booted the 
point after touchdown. 


8-7 at the Half 

The Hornets returned to the 
turf for the third quarter with a 
8-7 halftime lead and soon took 
advantage of the two “touch- 
downs’”’ that were called back for 
the Dons. 

Fullerton went on to score five 
touchdowns in the second half, to 
the dismay of the local crowd.
